Twenty-five per cent of the 
corporation’s

has 
been placed in escrow for the 
years in question.

The National j 
Assn. of Securities Dealers will | 
not become the ruler of 
the

Congress has turned thumbs) 
down on a proposal that would! 
have gathered all mutual fundi 
organizations to NASD’s breast. 
And the decision appeals to be 
final. 
) 
As a result, some mutual fund 
organizations will not be forced 
to join NASD—-the “ self-regula­ 
tory” association of the nation’s 
security business. 
Under Regulation 
Those 
fund 
organizations 
which remain outside 
NASD 
will, of course, continue to be 
under supervision and regula­ 
tion of the U. S. Securities & 
Exchange Commission and the 
regulatory agencies of the states 
in which they operate. 
Most mutual fund sales or­ 
ganizations are and will con­ 
tinue to be NASD members. As 
such they remain subject to 
NASD jurisdiction, as well as 
that of the SEC and the states. 
Those 
f u n d 
organizations 
which are not NASD members 
are those which either have 
their own sales forces or have 
no salesmen at all. 
Those with their own (so-cal­ 
led captive) sales organizations 
sell only shares of mutual funds 
sponsored within the individual 
organization. 
“ No-Load” Funds 
Those with no salesmen are 
“ no-load” mutual funds, without 
any commission 
charge. 
No 
commissions; no salesmen. 
Because both these types of 
organizations do not deal with 
NASD members, they are not 
required to belong to 
NASD. 


And that’s the way things will 
remain. 
Attempts to change this got 
into high gear last fall. At that 
time a “ stock market reform 
bill” was introduced in Con­ 
gress, with the full backing of 
the SEC. 
That bill contained and still 
contains many worthwhile re­ 
forms. But it included a pro­ 
vision that would have forced 
all securities brokers and deal- 
ers in the country to join a na­ 
tional self-reguiatory organiza­ 
tion.

Usually Jose plays a dancer in 
pictures, a part he can do with his 
feet. It makes no demand on the 
acting talent he professes to have. 


“This is my fourth picture,” he

commissary.

this.” 


Greco and part of his troupe are 
appearing in Stanley K ram er’s 
production of “Ship Of Fools.”

“This is our fourteenth consecu­ 
tive year going across the United 
States and Canada.

“When I sign them up I say: ‘I 
hired you to be a success. So when 
you are a success, don’t come to 
me for more money. I didn’t sign 
you up to be a flop.’ ” 


Greco hopes to some day open a 
string of dancing schools in the 
United States. The prospect of 
thousands of youngsters around 
the country pounding their feet on 
dance floors at flamenco practice 
sessions is not unthinkable, Jose 
says. 


“I know there is talent here in 
this country for the flamenco,” he 
concluded.

Nelson’s Crying Act Led To Success 


HOLLYWOOD — (NEA) — Ed 
Nelson was a 26-year-old father of 
three children when he discovered 
that crying in front of an audience 
was great fun. So he decided to 
become an actor. 
In a roundabout way, he arrived 
in Hollywood where he progressed 
from No. 5 bad guy in westerns 
(the one who gets shot in the open­ 
ing reel) to his present role as Dr. 
Rossi, one of the regular charact­ 
ers inhabiting “Peyton Place.” 
That’s the twice -a -week fall ser­ 
ies scheduled to start on ABC-TV 
Sept. 15 and 17. 


As Nelson described his acting 
rise, he went from the No. 5 bad 
guy “to No. 4 and 3. Then I played 
the bad guy who gets shot at the 
end of the show. Somewhere in 
here they let me get to the point 
where I could kiss a horse. Then 
I progressed to bad - guy - who- 
tum s - good roles, then good - guy- 
who - turns bad. Finally I got to 
kiss a girl.” 


Nelson, a handsome, greeneyed 
native of New Orleans, has appear­ 
ed in about 20 television shows 
and several movies since he arriv­ 
ed in Hollywood in 1956. He is an 
able actor who can play roles 
ranging from sniveling coward to 
noble hero. 
In times of personal involvement 
he says he is inclined to become 
so emotional that he becomes ton­ 
gue - tied. This business of ad 
libbing his way through some of 
life’s strains hampered his early 
wish to be a lawyer. 


“Being a lawyer was something 
set upon me by those around me. 
But in practice cases I found my­ 
self so anxious to convince judge 
and jury that my client was inno­ 
cent, I could hardly talk. I would 
start out a sentence and become so 
wrapped up that as I reached the 
(•onclusion of the sentence I would 
repeat what I had already said.” 


This problem still plagues Nel­ 
son. “I remember trying to tell off 
a director once. Six of us were 
working in a fight scene in a 
steamy - hot desert location. And 
he was so tough we were all mad 
at him. 
“So that night we made a pact 
that the next guy he hopped on

would tell him off. At the hotel that 
night I practiced a cutting speech, 
in case I was the guy. 


“The next day we were doing a 
saloon scene with a lot of people 
involved. I miscued and touched 
off a kind of chain reaction where 
people were pouring coffee before 
the cups appeared, and all the ac­ 
tors wound up in a pile in the mid­ 
dle of the floor. 


“The director jumped another 
guy. I came forward and said it 
was my fault. He yelled at me for 
trying to be a hero, so I decided to 
use my rehearsed speech. What 
came out was something like ‘I 
have never before worked with a 
director like you and I hope I nev­ 


er before work with a director like 
you.’ I’ll never forget the way he 
stepped back and looked at me 
with his head cocked to one side, 
like a dog when he is curious.”

After Ed gave up law a friend 
asked him if he wanted to join Le 
Petite Theatre de Vieux, 600-year- 
old membership theater in New 
Orleans. Ed agreed and wound up 
playing Biff in “Death of a Sales­ 
man.” 


“That, more than anything else, 
did it for me. There was one scene 
in which I was supposed to cry. 
The director actually made me 
cry, and it became easy because 
I really believed the scene. It got 
so I looked forward to that scene 


from the time I stopped crying un­ 
til I started again.”

When Nelson arrive in Holly­ 
wood he followed the struggling 
young actor routine by driving 
cabs, teaching swimming and act­ 
ing as a lifeguard while looking for 
work. His first job was in the 
movie, “The Attack of the Crab 
Monsters.” 
“I was the monster, and the only 
time you saw me was an acciden­ 
tal shot of my feet hanging out the 
bottom of the crab shell.”
